Madhusudan was already 75 when he resigned from the Ministership in 1923. By 
that time Gopabandhu was only 46. With his youthful vigour and with no family burden 
“Gopabandhu dedicated his life to the cause of the poor and the downtrodden and moved 

from village to village to serve the suffering humanity without caring for his health. He 
-shattered his health. Because of this, perhaps, Madhusudan grew more apprehensive and 
asked him to take care of his health. But Gopabandhu a man of the people could not 
sremain behind the doors looking after his own self when the people faced starvation and 
death. From the innermost part of his heart he sang the glorious song “let my mortal 
body mingle in dust of my country and let my country men walk over it’. This was the 
philosophy of life of a true servant of the people and a man of God, He passed away 
from this mortal world at the age of 51 seven years before the death of Madhusudan. 
In the death of Gopabandhu the true spirit of Gandhism in Orissa disappeared though the 
Gandhin methods were used as a strategy by some others to meet the challenges of the 
time. In 1934 in the death of Madhusudan the end of a glorious chapter of the history of

Madhusudan and Gopabandhu abhored the idea of making personal gains through 
‘national service. In one of his famous writings Madhusudan said: ‘‘Life is a race, 
the world is a race course.

LIFT IRRIGATION 


A part from flow of irrigation from major, medium and minor irrigation projects, a 
determined bid was also taken to complete and energise quite a large number of lift 
irrigation points. By the end of 1973-74, there were 1,398 lift irrigation projects (466 
tube wells and 932 River lifts) in the State with irrigation potential of 32,425 hectres. 
During the first two years of the 5th plan, i. e. by the end of 1975-76, 934 lift irrigation 
projects energised (329 tube wells and 635 River lifts), Creating additional irrigation 
potential of 19,267 hectres. Thus, cumulatively, 2,332 lift irrigation projects with 
irrigation potential of 51,692 hectres were working in the State. During the current

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SUPPLY OF ESSENTIAL COMMODITIES TO STUDENTS RESIDING IN HOSTELS 
AND LODGING HOUSES 


Adequate measures were taken to ensure supply of essential commodities to 10,943 
students residing in 131 hostels in the Universities and Colleges and more than 6,000 
students residing in 454° approved lodging houses in the State. Similarly 1,961 High 
School hostels have been covered under the scheme bringing necessary benefits to 58,830 
students. More such hostels will be brought under the scheme during the current year. 
To stream-line the distribution of essential commodities to the students, steps have been 
taken to open Students’ Co-operative Stores in the Universities, Colleges and Schools. 
So far, such Consumers’ Co-operative Stores have been opened in the four Universities, 
45 colleges and 11 schools. Concerted etforts are being made to open more such stores 
during the current year. The above measures have helped in bringing down the mess 
charges of the students considerably. Exercise books and papers have also been supplied 
to the students at concessional rates to the extent of almost half the market price. 

BOOK BANKS

received special attention of the State Government. To give a strong impetus to the 
scheme, the Chief Minister made available sizable amount from the Chief Minister's 
Relief Fund for opening of such book banks in the educational institutions in the State.

DEVELOPMENTAL DIMENSIONS 


OF THE NATIONAL 
SERVICE SCHEME 


SHRI AVIMANYU BEHERA 


Tie National Service Scheme was initiated in 1969 as a reformative step in making 
educat'on more meaningful and realistic. However, many of us who have been connected 
with National Service Scheme during this period have come across problems in imple- 
menting the scheme within the rigid stuctural frame-work of the University Education

Education through community service implies restructing of the curricula of the 
Universitics and Colleges and stream-lining of education system. As it happens, the 
National Service Schemes continues to be an extracurricular activity: Its links with 
education as an integral part of the system are yet to be established. Over the years 
the objectives of the scheme have been further clarified in that the emphasis has changed 
in their leisure time to the 


from the engagement of students in any service oF activity 
taking up of concret steps to make National Service Scheme programmes meaningful and 


result oriented. The need for the development of National Service Scheme projects in 
accordance eae local needs of the community and through the utilization of resources 


of the developmental organisations and voluntary agencies has been stressed. 
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To recapitulate, the scheme aims at making education more relevent to the felt needs 
of the community, it attempts to supplement didactic teaching with practical work in the 
community setting, it seeks to provide opportunities to students for leadership in planning 
and executing development prpjects and thereby build durable community assets, it 
emphasizes diginity of labour, forges links with non-student youth, and encourages 
participation in the promotion of national integration and development. In order to 
achieve these objectives, it is necessary that efforts are made by the colleges and the 
Universities to allocate a portion of teaching time of different subjects in the community 
settings. Otherwise National Service Scheme will continue to be an adjunct, 
an extra-mural activity without having made a siginficant impact either on 
or on the restructing of the Curriculla, Education through community serv 
to be treafed as one of the teaching methods like Practicals, 
assignments.

The National Service Scheme was started on voluntary-cum-sele: 
of the constraint of resources in the first place. Lack of experienc 
and Colleges of manning programmes of social service on a large-scale, in adequate 
infrastucture and also the reportedly negative experiences of compulsory youth training 
in Nazi camps were other factors which influenced in the decision of the Central 
Government, to start the scheme on a pilot basis. However, if the Primary Objective of 
National Service scheme is education through community Service, as it has been rightly 
visualized, it cannot be allowed to continue as an alternative to the N. C.C. and N.S, 0. 
indefinitely. It will be compulsory in the sense thaf all the students (and teachers) 
at the under-graduate and even post-graduate levels will be required to Participate 
in the programmes of national development concurrently with the Pursuit of their studies 
in the colleges and the universities. Such a participation will offer them Opportunities 
to apply and test their knowledge through collaboration with Other disciplines, in fact 
part of the course work will be completed through Projects in community Settings 
will be voluntary only in the sense that the selection of subject groups or Optional sub- 
jects will be made by students themselves. Since each subject teacher will spend a 
portion of teaching time in the community on service projects variety of Programmes will 
be developed on an inter-disciplinary basis which may be of interest to Students and

Till such time when National Service Scheme becomes Completely integrated with 
the curriculm, it should be made compulsory in the Sense that all the Students betore 
graduation gain some experience in national or social Service and additionally they also 
join either the N.C C. or the N. Si, oy This will amount to Universalization of the 
National Service Scheme. Universalization implies that Students who are admitted to 
the universities and colleges will offer additional course in community service as an 
integral part of their curricula and will also be exposed to pract

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As long National Service Scheme does not become an integral part of the curricula, 
teacher in-charge should be paid an out of pocket not exceeding Rs. 75 per month. In 
some of the States private college teachers are paid their out of pocket expenses by the 
college Principals, some of whom ask for donations, and the Government College 
teachers are paid this amount by the State Government, Education Department. In the 
case of Government College some amounts is deducted at source, for this payment is 
considered to be an additional income under the rules of the Finance Department. This 


practice should be discontinued and the question making this amount exempt from 


income tax may also be considered. In some of the states both the Government and 


private college teachers are paid this amount by the universities. 


The selection or nomination of teachers for N.S.S. work is to be considered from the 
point of view of N.S.S. organization both at university and at the college levels. This 
implies that the University N.S.S. Advisory Committee should have the final say in 
matters of nominations or dismissal of the teacher-in-charge. This is necessary because 
there are instances in the Government Colleges (and also in the private colleges) where 
with the transfer of the Principal the teacher-in-charge of N.S.S. has also been changed. 
In some States, the Department of Education nominates teachers from Government 
Colleges and it takes any where between six to eighteen months to obtain thes approval 
for the same.
